A Missionary Meeting oaraa off on Nov. 
30,iat Ihe Manaioa House, London, for the 
purpose of aiditig "tho British Columbia 
Mission." The sum of £600 was raised.

ThOtthis meeting desirous to express its thank 
fulness for the safe arriv.-^l in 13ri[ish Columbia o 
the Bishop and hi.s band of clergy ; and .icknow 
ledires that their dltficult position in that lar ott 
land calls for spcoiul sympathy and support from 
their fellow Christians at home, 

Thegood-biahop after opening in the usual 
missionary spirit, made the following inter- 
esting disclojii'i's : 

Durinf? llie l;ist twelve months a (jrcat work had 
been bojjnn and sii.st.iiiied in Columbia, and had 
that not been so, another great work of a whol y 
dillerent description would have been achieved; 
for in the words of old Latimer, there was one 
bishop who never slept at his post, and who was 
always sowing broadcast the seeds of evil. ISut 
fortne exertions of the Bishop of Columbia and 
his coadjutors durint? the last year, who could say 
how much of evil would now have been rampant 
in that distant dependency ?

Hut they' (the meeting) '-onld not conceal 
uom thenisjlvcs that while, on the one hand, the 
endowment svslemwas impossible there, Ilio 
volurtary system was not without its difficulties 
at the present moment, though those difHcultics 
would probably vanish in the course of time. 

"Occasional Paper.s" still flits across the 
imagination even of the dignitaries of tho 
Colonial office. The idea that because a 
bishop was coming here there must be a 
State Church, was never for a moment en- 
tertained by the newspapers that discussed 
the question of Ciiuroh and Slate. It only 
was discussed in the Coi.o.visT ; and that 
was in relation to and against the renewal 
of the Kev. Mr. Cridgc's stipend, as Chap- 
lain to the colony. We are happy that point 
was carried. Our knowledge of colonial 
church matters was a little too extensive to 
feel alarmed at the appointment of a bishop. 
Besides, up to the time, of the arrival 
of Dr. Hills, his movements scarcely at- 
tracted any. notice here. "The tact and 
judgment of the bishop" is, therefore, just so 
much nonsense on that subject. But while 
" throwing himself ou the voluntary eflorts 
of the people,'" he also enclosed a portion of 
the church reserve without the consent of 
tiie colony. Suoh volunlaryism is unsuiled 
to our latitude. And wiiilst wo with plea- 
sure welcome the established church in 
comtnon with all others, we trust Ihe iucon- 
sisteucy alluded to will disappear. 

Mr. ["'ortescue then spreads out hts know 
ledge ofour population: "There was hardly 
a spot on which there were a hundred fixed 
and settled inhabitants." Were such an 
aliserlion made here, the author would be 
thought fit for a lunatic asylum. He alludes 
to the " un-knglish character of the popu- 
lation" as ono reason for fostering the 
clturch.. Between Governor Douglas and 
"Occasional Papers," they raako out that 
there are no English hero, except those who 
have not yet lost the scent of the piimrose 



we think he will get. , If anything were ne 
cesssary to prove it, then read this: 

The Indians were under peculiarly favorable 
circumstances for Christian toaohing ; numbers of 
them were settled in their own villages m the 
vicinity of the town of Victoria, presided over by 
a Governor, who ivas willing to aid in the work of 
their civilization. 

Favorable circumstances, indeed ! were 
ihey for ihoir de.slruclion. Indians to be 
purified and elevated iu the scale of human- 
ity should be removed from the vicinity of 
the civili/ed, and thus escape the vices of 
the latter. Ami as for the care of the Gov- 
ernor, it is rather apocryphal. Shootin;;, 
murder, and butcheries were carried on 
night and day for a year-and-a-half among 
the Indians here ; till the press and the 
people dououiiced the unlawful licence al- 
lowed to savages, and threatened to punish 
the Indions themselves: when our excellent 
Governor could brave public opinon no 
lunger, then tho Indians weredisaimcd, and 
quiet restored. 

Tho next resolution was offered by tho 
Bishop of Oxford. It recognized the 
national importance of missionary labors 
among the Indian.-?, Chinese, and colored 
])eo|i!o, mid reipiested the Metropolitan 
Coinmittee to continue their exertions to 
inei-oase the funds uf the Mission. Me sup- 
ported tho resolution in a very good speech 
i'lir the occnsion. The only new feature was

COURT OP ASSIZES. 

VVedsesdat, Jan. 30. 1861. 

Trial of Noel XieClero for Perjury. 

The Courl was called to order at lOi 
o'clock, his lordship Chief Justice Cam- 
erpn -presiding. 

"'^>Noel LeClerc, a Frenchman, was ar- 
raiened on an indiclment charging hun wilh 
perjury, in having sworn that in July last 
"•officers Carey and Taylor of the police force 
liad'accepled a bribe from him of 825,while 
he was under arrest by these officers for 
selling whisky to Indians. The prisoner 
pleaded " Not Guilty." 

The followint; gentlemen were empannelod 
as a jury to try the case; Win. Uowlaiid, 
John Martin, Arthur Peatt, Henry E. Wilby, 
llobt. Laing, Walter Miles, Thos. Entail, 
Jonathan Nutt, Thos. P. Dougall, Thos. C. 
Nuttall, Robt. M. Wilson, and Wm. U-igh, 
foreman. 

Messrs. Ring: and Dennes appeared or 
the defence, and Attorney General Gary lor 
tiio prosecution. 

The Attorney General opened the case 
Tor the prosecution. He said this was apase 
of peculiar importance. LeClerc was" an 
Indian whisky-suller, detected in the act of 
pursuing his vile trallic by Carey and Tny- 
ior, and as ho alleges, in order to induce 
lliose officers . to ;allow him to escape, he 
.^ave them the '825 as a bribe. The/ took 
ihe money but took him aljio to the station- 
house, and the next day he was fined by 
the magistrate for selling the whisky. I re- 
gret to say thai the crime of perjury is be- 
coming altogether too frequent. In this 
colony, perjuiy walks with its head erect. 
In broad day it enters every Courl and place; 
hardly a witness is to be believed. We 
find perjuty committed in nearly every case, 
civil or criminal— in that box wen perjure 
themselves to any extent. If we wish to 
feel thufour honor, our lives, or our property 
are secure, we must put forth the strong arm 
of the law and check this rapidlj growing 
evil. Mr. Gary then allnded to the evinence 
he expected to produce and called officer 

• Carey for the prosecution : 

Joseph W. Carey, ex-sergeant of police, 
^vvorn — Remember ^'ool LeClerc laying an 

' inforinatibn against ine for receiving a bribe 
sometime in Oct. ; saw him sign his infor- 
mation [objection made by counsel for de- 
fence, and witness allowed to retire]. 

Iltrace Smith, superintendent of police, 
«vvorn — [Information handed witness] : saw- 
Noel LeClerc sign this inforinatio.i against 
Ia»t witness, wtiuni he accused of taking a 
bribe. 

Cross-examined— Know Frank Rinquet ; 
heard nothing of the conversation between 
Rinquol and Judge remberloii, before Le- 
Clerc laid his iuformation ; saw Rinquet 
and LeClerc in Court together. Don't kno w 
whether they had *a intwnew with' Mr. 
I'ernberton or not 

Jos-pii W. dirty, recalled— Sergeant Tay- 
lor WHS with ine wneii I took LeClerc in 
charge; also an I.idian; I arrested him 
iirst; Taylor was near me when I did so; 
never asked LeClerc how much Us would 
give mo to let him go; Taylor, to my 
kiiawltidge, never asked him the same 
question ; LeClerc gave the Indian S7 50, 
itie amount ho had taken from him (or a 
keg of whisky ; I received no money from 
LeClerc; he asked to be allowed 
to go to his house ; we allowed him to do 
HO ; said nothing to Taylor about going 
iiway ; went to my own house after I had 
put LeClerc in jail ; know Frank Kinquet; 
he played a Uddle at the squaw daiicehouse 
on Kanaka street; searched his house once 
lor an escaped prisoner. 

Crois-examincd,— Did you ever tamper 
with the police booksl 

Alls. — So. 

Ij. — Did you make ariy erasures in the 
police books ? 

Ans. — I did not. I altered a charge in the 
jail book. 

\, Was tlicro a signature attached to 

that entry in the jail book 

Ans. — Yes; one of the jailors' ; 1 made 
the erasure in the presence of the jailor ; I 
was dismissed by Mr. Pemborton from the 
police. 

Un examined for the proBOCUtion. Q.-— 
Voii wt-ri! not a very great favorite nt tho 
p ilii'c Dlii.'i' whonvdU were there ? flbjeotcd 
tu \>y Mr. King, and Dlijuotiuii .sustained by 
the Court, t^.

Mr. King ht-ro objected to these ques- 
tions, as Mr. Buyley was not on trial now. 

Mr. Cary—If 1 can show that the books 
Jiiive been alteied as n common practice, 
these questions are proper. Aneflbrthas 
been made to impeach this witness' tosti- 
inoiiy because of his discharge for tamper- 
ing with the books, liayloy made erasures 
ill Ihe jail-hook when ho ph-ased, and they 
. WL-r.! iiijpareiitly OOIWldered perfectly proper 
and regular. • , 

Mr. Hiiig— This iS'pUtUng Bayley on Ins 
trial hi'liind his hack. 

Kxaminatioii resumed— Erasurns in liugn 
numbers have been inado in liie books; 
there nro two books. 

Sir. IVmberioii, who was present as a wit- 
Un llin diilViicc, h(!re gavnnll ordi-r, at 
Iho reipii^sl (d .Mr. Kmg, the piodnctmn 
of the books. 

Officer Taylor, swotii— Was present at lli"

wont into hia (Carey's) house while the 
prisoner was in our custody. 

Cross-examined— LeClerc could not have 
.rot his hand into his pocket without my 
seeing him; not a word was spoken on 
either side on the way to the station-house. 
IWitness then detailed a ciscumstance con- 
nected w-ith the arrest of tho roan the charge 
against whom was erased from the jail- 
book by tho former witness. It seems that 
Carey consulted with witness as to whether 
he was sure the right man had been arrest- 
ed ; they bo;h thought soma mistake had 
occurred in making the arrest, and Carey 
then went and altered the book.] Carey and 
the man, on the night of the latter's arrest, 
had been drinking in Cusheon'a ; never saw 
Carey drunk; he wasn't half-soas-ovor on 
that night; he hadn't three sheets in the 
wind; he wasn't top-heavy ; he wasn't 

Re-^Jtamined for the prosecution. Have 
known Carey long — 14 months; he is a 
sober man ; and I have been with him more 
than any other man in town. 

To a juror — Wo never lost sight of Le- 
Clerc after we arrested him till we took hini 
to jail. 

Tho Court here took a recess ot three- 
quarters of an hour. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Court re-assembled at a quarter past 
three o'clock. 

Mr. Ring, for the defense, addressed tho 
Court and claimed that the information in 
which LeClerc had made tho charge against 
Carey was sworn to by the interpreter, but 
that the prisoner had never taken the oath, 
and as he had not sworn, no perjury existed. 
There is no evidence before your Lordship 
that LeClerc ever took an oath. 

His Lordship said Ibal Mr. Smith, of the 
police, had already certified to the doposi- 
tion. 

Mr. Ring then went on to say that the 
learned Attorney-General's sweeping asser- 
tion regarding the numerous cases of per- 
jury in this colony had, in advance, thrown 
a shade ol suspicion over the witnesses he 
had called. He believed the bribe had at 
least been offered to Ihe ollicers ; the learn- 
ed gentleman alluded to the previous 
charges against Carey, and concluded with 
calling upon the jury to acquit his client. 
The defence then called Mr. Pemberton, 
the police magistrate, to the stand. 

yli(^us(uj F. Pemberton, sworn — Have 
chard the testimony of ex-offioei»'- Carey ; 
[jail-book shown witness:) this is the book 
in which the erasure by Carey was made ; it 
nas been customary, when a clerical error 
occurred, to run the pen through it and 
write over it, and not to erase the original 
error • I have given orders to that effect, as 
I found that some time ago erasures were 
made in the return-book in the number of 
rations— and I ordered that the clerical er- 
rors should be amended by running the pen 
through them; in this case, Carey was ac- 
cused°ot altering the charge: when called 
before me, the prisoner did not appear; 
Carey testified that the man was drunk and 
disorderly; he did not inform me that he 
had arrested him through mistake ; Taylor 
afterwards told me (oliicially) that the man 
was not very drunk ; 1 lined the man, upon 
Carey's evidence, five shillings ; Carey was 
swurii to tell the whole truth, but did not do 
so-, Mr. Smilh afterwards told nio the 
char-e had been altered; the jail-book con- 
tains°alteralions in the number of prisoners, 
because some days there would be a dispute 
as to the number of rations required ; I dis- 
mis.sed u/Iicer Carey from his post, because 
of his tampering with ihe charge in iho jail- 
book, and because of iiisoleuci; towards nie. 

Cfoss-exarnined for ihu prosecution — 
Quea. — Do you think there are 50 alterations 
in the books? Ans. — 1 should be much 
surprised if there are. Am aoting-goyernor 
of the jail in addition to iJeing Commission- 
«r of Police and stipendiary magistrate ; 
have never told Carey it was improper to 
makeerasuies in Ibe book, for the reason 
that he had no right to write in the book at 
all. 

To Mr. Ring — Rinquet came to my hoi ,se 
and told me of the alleged bribery, and at 
my desire he brought LeClerc to the ollice. 

Cross-examination continued — Then at 
your desire, he came to yourollice j you took 
tiis statement and then sent him up for 
irial to the Court of Assizes for giving a 
bribe ! Ans. — I ordered Kinquet lo bring 
him to my otlice. .Mr. Gary — oil, you or- 
dered htm to come and then s'Mit him to 
prison. And you gave Carey no order imt 
to meddle with the jail-books? Ans.— Not 
10 my recollection. (Jues. — Was not thit 
very book led in Mr. llayley's hands from 
.Satlirdav night till Monday morning, during 
the time you was engaged in iiivcsiiHaliiig 
a very Forious charge against him ? 

Mr. King objected to tho couiso of the 
Attorney (Jeneral. 

Mr. Gary— Tho Chief Comtnii'Stoner of 
Police comes here to bla<t Mr, Carey's 
character by showing that an erasure had 
been made by him, and what is tho result .' 
\Vc find that numerous eiasures have been 
made before. 

Mr. Pemberton— Tills book is not undsr 
my charge. 

Mr. Gary — Did you not have every book 
under your charge? A. — Yes. (i. — Was 
not liayley allowed lo keep this book lor 
twenty-four hours, pending the investiga- 
tion of a seiidus charge agointt hioi T A — 
Not lo my knowledge. I lieard sometime 
af/{0, however, that he did take the books (Ui 
that occasion ; but am nut ceilaiii who told 
mo of it. Q — Has there not been jailors 
on your (brca who could no! write. A-lf there 
has been, 1 do not know it ; [crnsure in book 
fliDwn witneis] I see the erasure, but it was 
not jiroper to make it, I niado an cxniiiiiia- 
tion into Mr. llayley's nccounts, and found 
that they came out oorroot lo within nevon 
or eight dollars. Q.— Then this «y«lom of 
nramoii has been going on since tho IKih o( 
.laimary to the illid of Docoiubor, IH(iO. A. 
—Not contiiiiially. 1^.— There are a great 
niiiiibcr ofalteratioiiH in regard to the niiiii- 
berof iirisoners, are there 1101? Ves ; hut 
Mr, llayh^'s aooounts wuro correct within 
seven or (dght dollan; tbofO OHiurei were 
all (irrurs. i^.— Uut not In tlie casoofCareyf 
A— ("i-rlainlv not; he had no right to touch 
thu bonks, "(i.— Was the cliiirgi! ugaiiist 
Ciircy MUMliiiiiod becaiiHO he made the onisiiro 
with a knife insload of n pen '/ A.— Ves.

charge he afterwards altered to drunk and 
disorderly : his duty compelled him to go 
into every house, But not at 12 o'clock at 
night; this is not thd'tfirst, criminal charge 
on which Carey has boon sent to this Court; 
did not swear tho Indian witucsscss, but 
swore tlip interpreter. 

His Lordship thought these questions 
verv irregular. 

Mr. Gary said tho witness had been 
brought here to attack policeman Carey's 
credibility, and he might yet put questions 
that would aflect witness' credibility. 

Mr Pemborton — [Bowing towards the At- 
torney General] 1 hope those questions will 
be put, sir. 

His Lordship did not sec the propriety of the 
questioim. iMr. Pemberton was .1 magistrate. 

Mr. Gary— I don't care ; if any man under the 
•un, magistrate or not, comes before me as a wit- 
ness, I'lfquestion liini in accordance wlili ray duty. 

Mr. I'einberton— OlHccr Carey has stated in ids 
evidence thattt^knew nothing of Binquet's com- 
ing before me. He did knowrti.h«,foriied himself 
into my oflice and insisted that tho invoslignlion 
should be made public; he was an actiTC oflicfr 
when he was on the force, especially in whislty 
cases, where he got half the fine; he was dismiss- 
ed for tippling, inaoleuce to the Commissioner, 
and for the erasure. 

To the Jury— Carey was a Tfry active man. 
Taylor is an unexceptionable man, and, I believe, 
truthful. , . , , 

Mr. Cary— Were not Carey «nd Taylor hiRhly 
commended by one Grand Jury for refusing to take 
a bribe of g.iOO in a whisky case ? A..— Hot that I 
rcmoralier. Q.— Wasn't it publLihed in the daily 
papers ? A. — It may have Ijccn. 

To Mr. Jling— It was about aa hour after the 
Court hud been adjourned that I first learned that 
Carey had altered the charge ; it was on the evi- 
dence of Carey that the Man was convicted of be- 
ing drunk and disorderly J Taylor's reputaUon for 
veracity is good. 

Mr. Gary— Didn't Mr. Alston, officer Carey s 
counsel, conic into your office and beg of - you not 
to send the charge of bribery up to this Court, be- 
cause the poor man fCarcy] had no money to pay 
the expenses ' 

Mr. Pemberton— That was after C&rcy had come 
into ray office and was insolent. I told them that 
you very likely would refuse to indict him if I sent 
him up. 

The cridenee concluded, and Attorney General 
Caiy, in an able argument to the jury.of an hour a 
length, contended that the charge bod been fully 

proven. 

After a brief charge from the Chief Justice the 
jury retired, and in about fifteen minutes returned 
with a verdict of " GUILTV," aa charged in the 
indictment. 

Mr. King gave notice of a motion for an arrest 
of judgment, and the court was adjourned until 
to-morrow (Thunday) morning, Slst. at 10 
o'clock.
